In  response  to  the  offer  I  write  six 
self-tested  modes  of  preparing  eatables 
farmers'  table.

Twenty  or  more  years 
ago  when  I  had  it  to  make,  I  lived  in 
Shell  Rock,  Bntler  connty.  Iowa, 
the  time  of  the  war,  and  in  1664,  at 
the  Sanitary  Fair,  at  Dnhnqe,  Iowa, 
announced  that  a  premium  of 
thirty-five  dollars  would  be  awarded 
for  the  best  three  gallon  crock  of  butter, 
they  retaining  the  hntter.  I  was  one 
of  the  fifty  who  sent  on  a  crock.  A 
lady  the  wife  of  one  of  our  merchants 
in  Shell  Rock,  was  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  things  sent.  Word  was  soon 
returned  to  me,  acompanied  with  a 
thirty-five  dollar  roll  of  greenbacks, 
that  mine  was  so  much  better  than  the 
others,  that  there  was  no  questi 
its  superiority.  And  now  for  the 
process — which  was  to  have  every- 
thing clean  and  sweet,  skim  when  a 
little  sour,  and  if  the  cream  stood  over

I  concluded  the  only  reason 
why  mine  was  so  superior,  was,  the 
others  were  afraid  of  crushing  the 
grain,  as  all  hntter  writers  enjoin.

Cream  Cake. — Two  eggs,  1  cup 
sngor,  1  cup  eour  cream,  scant  1-2  tea- 
spoonful  soda,  2  cups  of  flour. — [ Conn- 
try  Gentleman. 

Apple  Custard  Ptn.— Two  well- 
bcatcn  eggs,  1  cupful  grated  sweet 
apple,  1  pint  sweet  milk,  2  large 
spoonfuls  of  sugar,  a  little  salt,  and 
flavor. — [Country  Gentleman. 

Batteb  Pcddinq. — One  quart  milk, 
16  tahlespoonfuls  flour,  4  eggs,  beaten 
very  light ;  salt  to  taste.    Stir  until  the 
hatter  is  free  from  lumps,  and  hake  in 
buttered  pie  plates  or  very  shallow 
pudding  dishes. — f  Housekeeper  Guide. 
Tomato  Butter. — Sixteen  pounds 
ce  tomatoes,   1   quart  vinegar,  8 
pounds  sugar.    Boil  all  together  until 
thick.    When  half  done  add  2  large 
ipoonfuls  of  cinnamon,  1  of  ground 
mace,  and  a  teaspoouful  of  cloves  or 
allspice. — [Farm  and  Fireside. 

Ida's  Cake.— Take  2  eggs,  well 
beaten,  1  cupofsngar,  1-2  cup  of  good, 
milk,  about  6  tahlespoonfuls  of 
melted  hntter,  1  1-2  cups  of  flonr,  in 
which  put  a  teaspoonful  of  baking  pow- 
teaspoonful  of  lemon  essence 
for  flavoring.  Bake  in  one  loaf  in  a 
moderate  oven. — [Farm  and  Fireside. 

Cbeam  Batter  Puddiko.— Half  a 
pint  of  sour  cream,  1-2  pint  of  sweet 
milk,  1-2  pint  of  flour,  3  eggs,  a  little 
salt,  1-2  a  teaspoonful  of  soda.  Beat 
the  whites  and  yolks  of  the  eggs  seper- 
ately  ;  add  the  whites  last.  Bake  in  a 
moderately  hot  oven.  This  is  the  queen 
of  batter  puddings. — [American  Agri- 
culturist. 

A  Sure  Snuff  Cure  for  Catarrh. 
■Equal  parts  gum  arnhic,  gum  myrrh, 
id  hlood  root,  pulverized. 
If,  when  cooking  any  dried  Iruit, 
boiling  witter  is  poured  on  and  then  let 
the  fruit  simmer,  it  will  be  much  nicer 
thau  to  nee  cold  water. 

To  Can  Fruit.— Place  a  silver  spoon 
in  the  can  so  that  it  will  touch  top  and 
bottom  of  the  can,  and  there  will  be  no 
need  of  fussing  to  warm  the  can. 

Bordeaux  Sauce.— One  gallon  green 
tomatoes,  2  gallons  chopped  cabbage,  1 
dozen  onions,  1  ounce  allspice,  1  ounce 
celery  seed,  1  ounce  black  pepper  or 
red  chopped,  1  ounce  cloves,  1-2  ponnd 
white  mustard  seed,  1  gill  salt,  1  3-4 
pounds  sugar,  1  gallon  vinegar.  Mix 
thoroughly,  and  boil  20  minutes. 
Splendid. — Husbsndmnn. 

A  Covering  for  Jellies  Cut  a 

piece  of  white  paper-muslin  the  size  of 
the  cup,  and  a  piece  of  white  paper  a 
little  larger ;  cover  the  paper  with  flour 
paste  ;  then  lay  the  muslin  in  the  cen- 
tre (glazed  side  down)  aud  press  to- 
gether. Then  cover  over  the  paste 
and  put  on  the  tumblers,  muslin  next 
to  the  jolly.  In  doing  this  wny  you 
can  uso  any  ditih  without  fear  of  the 
jelly  moulding,  and  it  is  much  nicer 
than  covers  bought  from  the  stores. 

Potato*.  Sour,  or  .Suustitute  for 
Oysters  .—For  a  lamily  of  six,  pare 
aud  slice  thinly  a  dozen  medium-sized 
potatoes,  hoil  uutil  very  tender  in  3 
quarts  of  water.  Season  with  salt,  a 
little  butter,  creow,  or  rich  milk, 
with  a  table-apooulul  ol  flour  stirred 
In,  nod  you  liuve  an  excellent  dish  to 
be  enten  hot. 


Steamed  Brown  Dread. — One 
bowl  meal,  1  bowl  flour,  1  bowl  sour 
milk,  1-2  cup  molasses,  2  teaspoonfuls 
of  soda.  salt.  Steam  or  hake  two 
boors.    Eaten  with  honey,  It  is  d 

Cream  cake. — Two  cups  flour, 
teaspoonfuls  cream  tartar,  mixed  wit  h 
the  flour ;  1  egg,  two  thirds  of  a  cup  of 
sugar,  butter  size  of  a  butternut,  one 
hall  cup  sweet  milk,  with  1  teaspoon- 
ful of  soda  stirred  in.  Bake  in  8  lay- 
ers. One  cup  of  thick,  sweet  cream 
beaten  to  a  froth,  with  2  tahlespoonfuls 
ol  sugar,  stirred  in  at  the  last, 
Flavor  with  Tanilla.    Origin  unknown. 

Rice  pudding.— One- half  cup  of 
rice,  boiled  and  sweetened;  2  eggs,  1 
teaspoonful  corn  starch,  1  pint  of  milk. 
Wet  the  corn  starch  with  a  little  cold 
milk  ;  add  the  beaten  yoks  of  the  eggs, 
and  stir  all  into  the  boiling  milk. 
When  cooked,  ponr  the  mixture  over 
the  rice,  covering  It  with  the  beaten 
whites  of  the  eggs,  and  placiug  it  i 
the  oven  a  few  minutes  to  hrown  slighi 

Cream  puffs. — One  enp  water,  one 
half  enp  bntter ;  boil  water  and  hutter 
together.  Stir  in  1  cup  of  flour  while 
boiling.  Taka  from  the  Are,  and 
when  cool,  stir  in  3  eggs,  not  beaten. 
Bake  twenty-five  minutes  in  ahotoven. 
Avoid  opening  the  ovea  doors.  Drop 
in  large  spoonlnls  on  tin.  Cream — 
Five  even  teaspooafnls  ol  flonr,  1  cup 
milk,  and  hall  cup  sugar,  1  egg. 
Beat  egg  and  sugar  together ;  and  flour, 
stir  all  into  the  milk  while  boiling. 
Open  cakes  with  knile  and  All. — Mrs 
Beach. 

Modern  Pound  Cake. — Oue  pound 
sugar,  1  pound  flour,  1-2  ponnd  hut- 
ter, 6  eggs,  1  cup  sweet  milk,   1  tea- 
spoon soda,  2  teajpoontuls  cream  tar- 
Flavor  with  lemon  extract.  Mix 
all  of  the  ingredients  thoroughly,  ad- 
ding the  milk  and  soda  last. — [Ladies' 
Floral  Cab.io.ct. 
Oat  mealGrcel  for  sick  or  well. 
-To  a  quart  of  cold   water  add  a 
tablespoonful  of  oat  meal ;  let  it  heat 
gradually,  and  when  it  comes  to  a  boil, 
cook  gradually,  on  hour  or  two  ; 
season  with  salt.    By  adding  a  little 
butter  it  makes  a  good  dish  to  ponr 
over  crackers  or  buttered  toast.  Katen 
hot. 

To  Cook  Beans  without  Meat. 
— Look  over  carefully  and  wash  and 
rinse  thoroughly,  and  either  soak  over 
night  or  put  over  in  cold,  soft  water. 
Let  them  heat  and  cook  gradually, 
without  stirring  at  all,  only  see  that 
there  is  a  sufficiency  of  water  supplied. 
When  tender,  add  salt,  butter,  cream, 
or  rich  sweet  milk.  Good  hot  or 
cold. 

To  Make  Pickles,  eithkr  Cu- 
cumber, Tomato,  or  Peaches.— 
Pick  the  former  when  of  the  right 
the  others  when  ripe.  Wash 
and  put  into  molasses,  either  sorghum 
or  New  Orleans  (I  used  sorghum) ,  at 
of  about  7  gallons  to  a  barrel, 
balance  fill  with  vinegar.  Cover  aud 
put  a  cloth  over  with  a  board  and 
weight  to  keep  all  under.  Add  more 
molasses  as  yon  fill  up.  Wash  all 
as  scum  rises,  und  keep  all 
things  clean.  Keep  on  until  the 
season  closes  and  coal  weather  comes, 
when  they  will  have  become  a  very 
rich  pickle,  and  the  vinegar  can  be 
used  for  other  purposes. 

Spoxqe  Ginger  Bread.— In  2  cups 
of  molasses  sift  2  teaspoonfuls  of  soda 
and  a  desertspoonful  of  ginger,  and  1  of 
powdered  cinnamon.  Stir  to  a  cream  ; 
then  add  1  well-beaten  eggs,  1-2  cup 
hutter,  and  1-2  enp  lard,  melted  ;  1  cup 
of  sour  milk  in  which  is  dissolved  3-4 

01  a  teaspoonful  ot  soda.  Mix  all  to- 
gether ;  then  add  flour  to  the  consistency 
of  pound  cake,  2  teacupfuls  of  raisins 

English  currant*  are  a  great  im- 
provement. Chop  the  raisius. — Lake- 
side Cook  Book,  No.  1. 

Lemon  Pie — One  cup  of  sugar,  1 
lemon,'  2  tahlespoonluls  of  corn  starch, 

2  eggs,  1  tablespoonful  of  butter. 
Grate  the  yellow  rind  of  the  lemon  on 
the  sugar,  then  squeeze  all  of  the  juice 
on  the  engar  too.  Add  the  yolks  ot 
the  eggs.  Dissolve  the  corn  starch  in 
cold  water,  then  pour  over  it  1  cupfnl 
of  boiling  water.  Mix  with  the  sugar 
and  eggs,  then  odd  1  tablespoonful  of 
melted  hutter.  Line  a  pie  plate  with 
nice  crust  and  pour  in  the  mixture. 
Just  before  taking  the  pie  from  the 

spread  over  it  the  whites  of  the 
two  eggs,  beaten  to  a  atifftrolh.  Brown 
slightly.  The  origin  of  the  above  re- 
cipe is  nnknowo,  hut  it  is  unequalled. 

Recife  for  Fried  Cakes.— Being 
at  a  neighbor's  bouse  this  spring,  she 
being  sick,  she  wished  me  to  make 
some  fried  cakes,  such  as  I  had  eaten 
of  there  and  thought  them  excellent. 
This  is  her  formula,  as  I  made  them. 
— Sift  two  rounding  teaspoons  ol  bak- 
ing powder  with  about  a  quart  of  flour, 
into  this  put  1  well-beaten  egg,  round- 
ing teacup  of  sugar,  teaspoouful  of  salt, 
nutmeg  to  taste,  and  about  2-3  of  a  pint 
of  rich  new  milk,  stir  all  together,  and 
add  more  flour  if  necessary  to  make  it 
so  it  can  be  handled  lightly  with  the 
hands.  It  can  be  put  in  shape  lightly 
hy  pressing  in  a  long,  narrow  moss,  cut 
off  and  made  in  any  desired  shape,  and 
fry  quickly  in  previously-prepared  hot 
lard  or  lard  and  suet,  until  done." — 
[Farm  and  Garden.

If  a  really  excellent  machine, 
np  to  advanced  shop  practice,  be  placed 
opon  the  market  unsuccessfully,  shop- 
owners  refraining  from  purchasing  it, 
tha  pattern*  fur  manufacturing  should 
be  kept  in  readiness  for  a  future  demand, 
•  uioh  is  likely  to  make  iUelf  roll  in  a 
few  years,  if  not  in  a  few  mouths. 

Maohinea  and  tools  that  would  scarcely 
sell  al  all  four  or  fits  years  ago  are  now 
being  made  and  disposed  of  readily  and 
advantageously,  because  average  me* 
ohanioal  practice  has  caught  up  « 1th 
them.  Turret  Uthos  fur  ordinary  ma- 
chine ahopa,  and  special  colling -of  ma- 
chine*, ware  made  several  years  ago,  bnt 
tha  demand  was,  until  two  or  three 
years  ago,  not  enough  to  build  np  a 
prosperous  business  upon,  Their  use, 
however,  would  have  been  as  sdvan. 
Ugeona  five  yean  ago  aa  now,  when  a 
good  and  inrrensing  demand  exist*.  The 
use  of  a  turret  Ulhe  in  a  shop  doing  or- 
dinary  work,  with  about  forty  bands, 
has  been  declared  by  those  having  am* 
pie  experience,  to  be  just  about  eqnal  to 
au  additional  mechanic,  and  those  using 
entung-off  la  the*  wonder  how  they-  ever 
got  along  ao  many  years  without  them, 
when  those  tools  could  have  been  easily 
procured. 

The  milling  machine  was  former] 
aidered  applicable  only  to  ahopa 
factoring  firearms,  and  special  articles 
of  thai  character.  At  the  dose  of  th* 
Civil  War  the  loots  and  applian< 
armories  were  sold  to  general  machine 
ahopa,  and  thus  the  merits  oi 
machine*  for  a  wide  variety  of  shop- 
work  became  known.  Their  oonatrnction 
and  sale  for  ordinary  shop  use  soon  be- 
came a  recognised  industry,  yet  the  ad- 
vantages  of  milling  machines  are  yd  far 
from  being  generally  appreciated.  Cen- 
tering machines  are  eyueing  u 
they  never  have  done  before.  Jigs  for 
bonng  and  facing  parts  of  machinery 
were  formerly  almost  rare  enough  to  ba 
ounonitir*.  Xow  they  form  an 
lant  part  of  the  equipment  of 
*ho|ia.  Patterns  of  improved  machinery 
that  would  not  adl  some  years  ago  have 
in  some  instances  been  brought  oat 
lsldy  and  used,  the  product  being  quite 
saleable.  Thus  the  efforts  of  original 
meet  a  rural  enterprise,  after  apparent 
failure,  have  been  in  some  test 
warded  with  gratifying  snoceaa.
